When Aptheker began to speak, a UICCC representativ 

stopped bis and told him he would be in violation of the Illinois 

State Clabaugh Act, prohibiting subversives speaking on state 

campuses 1f he continued to speak. Aptheker replied that this 

was a violstion of free speech and since he was not used to 

speaking out in the open in the cold weather, he would comply. 

He then departed. At this point, Himelbrau, and others-in the 

audience, using "bull horns' urged the crowd to march on the 

UICCC Administration Building in protest against the Clabaugh 

Act. Some 35 to 40 students marched to the Administration Building 

and began a "sit-in" on the 27th floor, demanding a statement 

from the university chancefor against the Clabaugh Act. The 

chancellor refused to give out such a statement.

Columnist Crusades 
Against Moral Decay 


By Ray Erwin 


A courageous, crusading col- 
umn in multiple influential 
jnewspapers attacking with 
righteous indignation moral de- 
"terioration in the nation won 
reader response to such а re- 
markable degree that a national 
organization for the preserva- 
tion of family life is likely to 
eventuate. 

Alice Widener, U.S.A. Syndi- 
cate public affairs coiumnist and 
publisher of U.S.A. Magazine, 
cn Jan. 22 decried filth in col- 
lege and underground newspa- 
pers that do not Subscribe or 
submit to the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors' code of 
ethics, in magazines and movies 
and on tv and the stage. Mrs. 
Widener wrote: 


Calm Majority 


"If pressure of a determined 
and impassioned dissident or 
subversive or licentious minor- 
ity on our courts and lcgislative 
bodies can hring about disior- 
tion of the First and Fifth 
Amendments to our Constitu- 
tion, then pressure by the law- 
abiding, patriotic, broaumindled 
and calm majority can bring 
about a straightening cut of 
these amendments. 


"At present, the licentious 
minorities are organizel; tie 
calm majority is not. I believe 


that it shouid be, and I believe 
the American family is th» 
proper base from which to or- 
ganize a harmonious majority. 

"Let us be clear: If there are 
to be no limits whatsocver оп 
personal conduct and expression 
іп America, then lut us achnowl- 
edge that we do not intend to 
maintain a decent and orderly 
society. 

“Tf there are to be limits, 
then let us decide on basic prin- 
ciples and the best mezas for 
effective expression of public 
disapproval.” 


Family Association 


Mrs. Widener proposed that 
an American Family Associa- 
tion be formed with headquar- 
ters in Washington and with 


state and local branches to in- 


fluence public opinion against 
pornography and  indecency 
without any tinge or taint of 
secrecy, censorship or prohibi- 
tion. She assured readers: 
“On the contrary, it should he 
а self-supporting and open ог- 


ganization—non-sectarian, non- 
partisan and inter-racial—with 
very small annual dues and pub- 
lie disclosure of all salaries, re- 
ceipts ard disbursements. 


Express Disgust 


“Such an association could 
üherate its members from the 
feeling that they are іп the 
wrong by expressing freely 
their natural disgust at perver- 
sion and subversion, physical 
and sexual filth, foul-tongued 
speech and foul writing, taste- 
ters offenses aimed at rendering 
all supreme values worthless." 

Mrs. Widener closed her coi- 
umn with this personal crced 
and call to decisive and effective 
action: 

“I believe that everywhere іп 
cur beloved country are good 
peopie in affectionate families 
Wanting to uplift, not debase, 
themselves and the communities 
in ‘which they live. I believe tite 
American fatnily—regardiess of 
race Ur сгесб--із a good social 
unit and wants to be better. 

“I believe that each law-abid- 
ing, self-reliant, tolerant and 
patriotic family is ап indispen- 
sabla mainstay of an orderly 
and progressive United States 
of Ainerica. 

“То preserve our, nation, let 
n. illions of us organize an 
American Family Association to 
voice effectively the high hopes 
of the overwhelming majority 
for good life, liberty without li- 
cense, and the pursuit of weil 
and honestly earned happiness." 


Overwhelming Response 


Response was electric. іп- 
stant, spontaneous. overwhelm- 
ing. Thousands of readers wrote 
their warm approval of the ap- 
peal and at least 70 percent of- 
fered financial support. 

The Omaha (Neb. World- 
Herald was the only clint of the 
column to carry Mrs. Widener's 
home and oes address (530 E.

"The fact of the war in Vietnam 
hss accelerated the change іп Атег- 
ican society," declared the confer- 
ence coordinator Steve Halliwell 
Friday night, "and it is important 
to recognize the challenges апд 
problems created by this change." 


Described by Halliwell zs "the 
most loose-hanging conference that 
ever hit Princeton," the organizers 
attacked the evils of "corporate lib- 
eralism"^ as the basis of a reed for 
radical change in American society. 

Dave Gilbert, a graduate student 
at the New School for Social Re- 
search, opened the ideological as- 
pect of the ccnference Friday night 
by attacking the domination of 
“corporate capitalism” in American 
politics. ... 

The Port Authority state: nent? 
entitled "Towards a Theory of So- 
cial Change in America" analyzed 
present conditions in American so- 
ciety ard indicated a need for elimi- 
nation of U.S. imperialism. 

From an examination cf the po- 
litical economy of the United States, 
Gilbert holds that “American capi- 
talism, even if taken as an internal 
system, is a violent system.” 

The §8-page [Port Authority] 
paper also considered the concept 
of “post-scarcity” as the nearest 
modern linguistic equivalent to the 
socialist “withering away of the 
stat.

As reported in The Princetonian, 
most REP speakers used modern 
lingnistic equivalents for classical 
Marxist-Leninist terminology.

Later 
another Columbia student, evidently 
trouhled. cornered Dave Gilbert cur- 
ing lunch hour and pressed him for 
a statement of SDS-REP aims. 


The Technique of Demands 


"Eventually," said Gilbert. "we 
есер to create а Cou society 
in which everything will he decen- 
tralized and there wil be no formal 
cducational institutions. People want- 
ing to know things will seck out 
persons with knowledge.” 


The Columbia student asked how 
SDS intends to achieve radical 
change in American society,” 

“We use the technique of de: 
mands.” explained Gilbert, “atways 
pushing and pushing: on through de- 
mands, to an end where they have 
to give in or fight against the revo- 
lution.” 


To a student of classical commu- 
nisin, there is little difference between 
Mr. Gilbert’s technique and that of 
traditional Communist revolutionary 
action whereby the middle class

In a preface to his book, Sweezy 
writes, “Опе type of criticism we 
would like to answer in advance. We 


t Traditional Marxist vocabulary. 
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Shall probably be accuscd of ex. S 
gerating. 
we readily plead guilty. In a very 
real sense the function of both sci- 
ence and art is to exaggerate, pro- 
vided that what is exaggerated is 
truth and not falsehood." 


Sweezy's sophistry is characteristic 
of his tortured Marxist dialectic, for 
truth is truth and, being so, cannot 
be @xaggerated, as William Shakes- 
peare recognized when he cried out 
in Sonnet LXVI for restful death, 
so tired was he of cleven evils among 
which was "simple Truth miscall'd 
Simplicity." 

The miscalling of simpie truth, 
through over-simplification ог схас- 
gcration, was a ritualistic intellectual 
process throughout the SDS-REP 
conference at Princeton. From the 
dais in McCosh 10, Sweezy said the 
technology of 20th century capitalisn 
is merely “perfected means of de: 
struction” and tied solely to profits. 
"|t follows.” he said, “vow cannot 
reform this monopoly capitalist svs- 
tem—all the welfare state does is 
merely emasculate opposition to the 
system."  Didacticaliy, Sweezy an- 
nounced, “The only hope is to over- 
throw the system." 


Again and again, Sweezy and the 
REP conference leaders urged the 
participants to study = "Monopoly 
Capitalism“ in which, after a demm- 
ciation of the “intolerable” American 
social order, and an anaivsis of the 
possibili:y of “а real revoictionary 
movement in the United States.“ 
there is the prediction that “the most 
powerful supporters of the present 
irrational system will crumble.” The 
book ends with the mad Hiver-Stalin 
type statement, “The drama of our 
time is the wadd revolution; it can 
never come to an end until it has 
encompassed the whole world.” 


. Sweezy ended his Princeton speech 
with.an almost word-for-word repe- 
tion of the call in his book to fight 
against the American. capitalist. sys- 
tém “which тания, eppresses and 
difhonors those who live under it. 
and which threaiens devastation and 
death to millions of others around 
the globe."

A Red Sermon 


= 
Earlier that day, on Sunday meru- 
ing at McCosh, а Red sermon was 
delivered to the SDS-REP confer- 
ence by "Professor" Harry Мардой 
oi the New School in New York 
City. He discussed his paper "The 
Economics of U.S. Imperialism” 
(published by Monthly Review press. 
1905) and portrayed our country as 
a military-industrial monster secking 
"to colonize” West Europe through 
corporate forcign investments. Не 
showed several charts on а large 
teaching screen to prove that tlie do- 
mestic internal U.S. economy during 
the last ten years has been stagnating 
except for sales and profits derived 
from exploitation of foreign mar- 
kets and from miiltary expansion. 
Having branded the U.S. oil indus- 
trv with the single sweeping Marxist 
generalization “oil is pure imperiat- 
isi of the most arrogant sort,“ Mag- 
duff turned the heat of his radical 
ire on General Motors and General 
Electric. especially the latter. 


"[ very deliberately didn't prepare 
a paper," he began his speech, in a 
palsyv-walsy way, smiling at the 
young people. SMI of you read the 
paper 1 gave at the Socialist Scholars 
Conference." Then he praised "the 
very fruitful discussions I had last 
week-end at Ithaca with the SDS 
group.” 

Evidently Harry Magdoft gets 
around tocay with the same nimble- 
ness as in the past. But he is not 
nearly so reluctant to speak out new 
ах he nas been on certain mome- 
tous occasions. At Princeton Uni- 
versity among fellow radicals, he was 
willing to state his real intellectui 
and political position. “AN this," he 
told the SDS-REP conference aboui 
the notes, charts and remarks he was 
presenting, “is within a certain logic. 
the hasie concept of Lenin. My ar- 
gumeni supports that.” 


Tle has supported it for a long 
time, even during his employment in

On Мау 1, 1953, Harry Magdolt 
himself was questioned by the Sen- 
nie Internal Security Subcommittec. 
Пе refused to answer and took the 
Fiah Ашык, in reply to the 
question whether he was “at this 
very moment a memher of a secret 
and espionage ring" operating against 
the interests of the U.S. Goverment 
by Communists and on behalf of the 
Soviet Union. 


With such a record, known for so 
long, it seems inconceivable that 
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idarry Маро should. be оп the 
асаку of even such a left-of-center 
institution as the New School. and 
almost incredible that he should he 
рептшеай to occupy the dais in Me- 
Cosh 10 zt Princeton University to 
defame our country, its industrial 
corporations, economic and social 
system, and political leaders without 
‘here having been present to chal- 
lenge ;him anyone from the Prince- 
ton Administration, or hoard ef trus- 
tees, or student yovernment. Granted 
that most of the young people in 
MeCosh 10 were well aware of and 
in sympathy with Magdoff's Marxist-

“Not just a Marxist, а revolution- 
isi.“ Miss Black discussed with a 
few friends—all very much m the in- 
side SDS—her contacts with friends 
at the Leftist radical Raniports Mag- 
asine, aud said she is now doing 
some research “with four or бус 
people" that will make the current 
revelations about the Central Intelli- 
gevee Agency seem insignifican.

These words were shouted by 
а young agitator in December 1966 during riotous 
disorder on the campus of a large American 
university. Іп a continuing series of events, the 
academic community has been hombarded with 
civil disobedience, assaults, threats. and riots 
of unprecedented magnitude. 


I think it is appropriate to quote two warnings 
from statements which appeared here in October 
196+ and Tebrnarx 1966: 


This academie усаг wil undoubtedly see 
intensive Commmmnist Party efforts to erect 
its newest facade (the W. E. D. DuBois Clubs 
of America) on the Nation's campuses to 
draw young Шооа for the vampire which із 
international communism, (October 1. 1964) 


The unvarnished truth is that the com- 
munist conspiracy is seizing this insurrec- 
tionary climate to captivate the thinking of 
rehellious-minded youth and coax them into 
the communist movement itself or at least 
agitate them into serving the communist 
cause. (February 1, 1966) 


Has this strategy paid off? The answer, wm- 
fortunately, must be a definite ves. Today the 
communist conspiracy is reaping large dividends 
from its persistent efforts to gain a toehold on 
college and university campuses and from its 
dogged determination to disrupt, through mass 
agitation, the orderly processes ol our educa- 


„tional systems, 


The great majority of college students are 
proud of their American heritage and loyal to the 
traditions of democracy. Howeyer, it is basic 


connnunist strategy to further communist objec- 
tives with noncommunist hands, and this is exactly

what is happening on some college campuses. The 
idcalism of many American students is being 
cynically exploited far communist purposes; 
youthful exuherance ік being channeled into un- 
lawful riotous conduct: mocking disdain for 
democratie processes and moral values is being 
fed to inquisitive young minds—all under the 
guise of secking equal justice or some other noble 
cause. 


At the core of these eampus disorders, and

There is no place in the academic world, where 
mnenenbered inquiry is essential, for а riot 
leader’s recently voiced blackjack threat of ‘‘if 
they do not accede to our demands, we'll close 
down their great and profitable university. This 
is no calm, deliberate seareh for truth. This is 
the way of the totalitarian, seeking to enslave 
through force. 


The university graduate of toda wiil tomor- 
row guide the destiny of this Nation. We want 
our young people to be able to think for them- 
selves and to be active participants т community 
life, but we also want them to realize that free- 
dom and justice are secured by law and order; 
that lasting rights and privileges are possible only 
by aveeeplance of res pongibilities and obligations.

3. SDS recognizes На! the draft is intimately connected with the 
requirements of the economic system and the foreign policy of the 
United States. 


4. SDS opposes ond will organize against any attempt to legitimize 
the Selective Service System by reforms.

In above relet, the New York Office requested 
that the Bureau consider the possibility of requesting the 
Chicago Office to prepare an up-to-daté characterization of 
the SDS inasmuch as the SNS should now be excepted from the 
rules of а Cominfil investigation and does not meet the 
requirements of a "legitimate" organization. 


The Chicago Office has noted the contents of this 
relet carefully and disagrees with its premise. As the 
Bureau is aware, notwithstanding the nature of the SNS und 
the Bureau's intent in closely following its activities, 
there is no indication at the present time that SNS is other 
left-youth organization whose proposals 
are not necessarily in agreement with our democratic

The University of Michigan chapter o? Students 
for a Democratic Society (EDS) held a meeting on March 21, 
1967, which was attended by 50 individuals, including menbers 
of SDS; the V. B. В. DuBois Clubs of America, a coumunist 
youth group; and the Young Socialist Allianco, the youth group 
of the Socialist Workers Party which has boon cited by tho 
Attorney General. 


A SDS leader stated at the meeting that SDS 
intended to gain admittance to the convocation by using tickets 
already in their possession and was inviting groups from 
Detroit and Chicago to attend. 


While SDS disclaing any backing of possible 
cenonstrations, it was stated at the meeting that individuals 
could display pickot signs, ask questions, and disrupt the 
proceedings "evon to the extent of assassinating Michigan 
Governor Ronnoy." 


Gary Rothbergor, а leader of SDS nnd the W. E. B. 
DuBois Clubs at the University stated "11 Johnson ever got 
assassinated I wouldn't mind it at all." Не also stated that 
he would rather see Anerican soldiers killed than the Viet Cong.
